Environmental charity 
Keep Britain Tidy 
announced the borough 
had secured another two 
of the prestigious awards 
- for Hackney Marshes, 
E9, and Butterfield Green, 
N16 - bringing Hackney’s 
total to 13. 


Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture joined members 
of the Butterfield Green 
user group to celebrate the 
news on 25 July. 

He said: “This is 
fantastic news for Hackney 
as it again demonstrates 
the quality of our parks 
and green spaces. 
Congratulations to park 
users and staff who do 
so much to make our 


parks among the best in 
London.” 

The Green Flag award 
is a national standard for 
parks and green spaces 
in England and Wales. It 
encourages high levels of 
environmental standards, 
creating a benchmark of 
excellence. To be eligible 
local authorities must 
submit a five-year plan for 
each park’s maintenance 
and improvement. 

Hackney has the highest 


proportion of open space 
of any inner London 
borough, ranging from 
Haggerston Park to 
Hoxton Square.

The 
regeneration programme 
will see the phased 
demolition of over 400 
existing homes, so more 
than 880 new, high-quality, 
energy-efficient ones can 
be built for social renting, 
shared ownership and 
private sale. 

The scheme will also 
create new shops, children’s 
play facilities and a 
community centre. Plus 
shared open space, private 
gardens for ground-floor 
homes and balconies for 
higher levels. 

Colville Estate Tenants 
and Residents Association 


£3.4million from the 
Homes and Communities 
Agency, with match- 
funding from the Council, 
to replace a block of 20 
flats with 41 new energy- 
efficient homes, is nearing 
completion. Residents 
are expected to move 
in during the coming 
months. The new 
properties will be managed 
by Hackney Homes.

NGLAND capped 
cricketer Ravi 
Bopara is hoping 
new cricket facilities 
at Hackney Marshes 
will boost interest in 
the sport locally. 

A multi-million pound 
improvement plan for 
the Marshes is being 
implemented in the lead-up 
to London 2012, which will 


provide improved pitches 
and changing facilities, 
new bridges, footpaths, 
cycle ways and community 
services. Cricketers will 
be able to play on three 
new turf pitches and seven 
seasonal pitches. 

A new Hackney Marshes 
pavilion is also set to be 
built on North Marsh,

The Essex county all- 
rounder said the facilities 
far exceed anything he 
played on as a youngster.

Joint operation to crack down 
on suspected gangs 

DAWN raids across Hackney and North East London 
resulted in the arrest of 23 people in a joint police and 
Council operation to target gang activity in the borough. 
The arrests were the culmination of an 1 8-month long 
investigation run by Hackney Police with significant 
funding from the Council, ‘focused on dismantling middle 
and higher tier gang members’. 

The raids on 3 August were supported by 300 Met police 
officers and the Council’s CCTV unit. Seizures included 
quantities of Class A drugs, mobile phones, cash and one 
suspected imitation firearm. 

The operation forms part of a three-pronged strategy to 
tackle the issue of gangs, which also encompasses the 
work of Hackney’s Integrated Gangs Intervention Project 
- a partnership between the police, Council, London 
Probation Trust and Hackney Homes - and the Met’s 
Operation Trident. 

Chief Superintendent Steve Bending, Hackney Police’s 
Borough Commander, said: “I would like to thank the 300 
officers from across London who were involved in this 
operation. It is also important that we acknowledge the 
role of Hackney Council, which has provided long-term 
support for this operation and a clear commitment to 
tackle gang-related criminality. Our joint work to combat 
gang violence will continue.” 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of Hackney, added: “Although crime 
in Hackney is at its lowest level for 1 2 years, we know 
residents remain concerned by the small minority of 
individuals who involve themselves in serious, violent 
and gang-related crime. Our significant financial 
investment in this operation, coupled with our ongoing, 
long-term support, demonstrates how serious we are 
about tackling organised crime and gangs in Hackney.” 
At the time of going to press, 1 8 people had appeared 
in court and been charged with a total of 1 70 offences 
following the raids. 

Warning: Council Tax scam in 
operation across the borough 

HACKNEY’S trading standards team is warning residents 
of a Council Tax scam currently operating in the borough. 
The scam involves calls from individuals claiming to be 
from the Council or the Treasury. They then ask for bank 
details in order to collect a payment or issue a refund. 

In addition, some residents are being asked to make a 
‘charitable donation’ through Western Union. 

In most cases however, the Council Tax office only 
notifies residents of refunds in writing. If Council officers 
do ever contact residents by phone, they will already 
have the necessary information to issue a refund and will 
not ask residents to confirm their bank details. 

If in any doubt, residents are asked to take the caller’s 
name and extension number and check they are genuine 
by calling the Council on: 020 8356 3000, then asking to 
be put through to the extension. 

If someone claims they are from the Council and you 
are due for a refund, it will be a scam. If this happens, 
call: 020 8356 4929; or visit: www.hackney.gov.uk/

The actors were residents 
chosen through a ‘Ghost 
Idol’ audition event and 
trained by professional 
actors and directors to 
help bring their characters 
to life. Other historical 
figures featured in the show 
included: Mary Buckland 
(Violet Koska-Black), a 
servant to slave-trader 
Philip Monoux Lucas. She 


was haunted by visions 
of drowned slaves; Sarah 
Patch (Hannah West), 
a former mantua or 
ladies cloak-maker and 
1 8th century Hackney 
workhouse inmate; and 
Owen Rowe (Mark Odell), 
a member of a Hackney 
land-owning family from 
the 17th century, and 
infamous for signing the 
death certificate of King 
Charles I. 

The performance 
was researched and 
commissioned by the 
Council-run Hackney 
Museum and written by Ian 
Shillito of Phantasmagoria 
Events. The night was made 
possible through a grant 
from Discover Hackney.

V ICKI Carter has 
an idea for the 
Olympic torch’s 
passage through 
the borough next year: a 
synchronised swimming 
display by older residents 
in London Fields Lido. 

“It’s a very difficult 
sport; you have to go 
underwater, upside down 
and still be able to smile,” 
beams Vicki, a swimming 
teacher at Kings Hall 
Leisure Centre. 

Vicki helps residents 
of all ages to swim, but 
it’s her work with older 
people that’s gained 
national recognition: last 
year she won the Kellogg’s 
ASA swimming teacher of 
the year award and stars 
in a BBC swimming 
campaign film. 

“I like working with 
adults,” says the Clapton 
resident. “Most can’t 
swim, so it’s like giving 
them a gift.” 

Vicki teaches drop-in 


lessons on everything 
from staying afloat, to 
swimming underwater, 
and speed work with fins. 

Many come through 
a GP referral scheme. 
Annie is over 70 and has 
beaten cancer twice. She 
has progressed from being 
unable to swim a few years 
ago, to taking part in the 
Kings Hall’s Swimathon 
5km older relay team. 

Vicki has nominated 
her to be a torchbearer for 
London 2012. 

Alongside sister Jo 
Carter, founder of 
Immediate Theatre, 
Hoxton, Vicki got into 
swimming as a child, 
growing up in Bristol. 

“Dad wanted us to row, 
but we had to be able 
to swim first to be safe. 

We ended up enjoying 
swimming instead of 
boating,” she says. 

Swimming competitively 
for her county in her early 
teens, she admits dropping 


out when it was a choice 
between ‘a 6am start in the 
pool, or going to the pub 
the night before’. 

Around 25 years ago, 
she moved to Hackney 
and began working at BBC 
World Service as a studio 
manager, only returning to 
the pool in her 30s. 

“I left my job and 
decided to go on a 
swimming holiday around 
the Greek islands. It was 
a different challenge - no 
walls - you’re out there in 
the wild. The first time I 
swam deep into the water 
I couldn’t see anything 
below, but you know 


there’s ... stuff down there. 
Then the ‘Jaws’ music 
comes into your head,” 
she says, opening and 
closing her hands to the 
sound of the theme tune. 

The experience led her 
to swim the channel in a 
relay - while her friends 
wondered when she was 
going to find a new job. “I 
was obsessed,” she recalls. 

Much of her training 
took place at Kings Hall, 
where she helped a friend’s 
daughter learn to swim. 
After seeing her in action, 
staff asked Vicki to teach 
professionally. 

“I did my training and it 


really worked out well for 
me,” she says. 

Vicki is still competitive: 
she won a 400m freestyle 
gold medal in the 
Eurogames earlier this 
year and is now training 
for a 10km solo swim. 

“I’d like to create 
more excitement about 
swimming, get more men 
in the pool and get women 
swimming further,” she 
enthuses. 

In fact, GLL, which 
runs Hackney’s leisure 
centres, is putting on a 
swim meet for over 50s 
this autumn. Vicki tells 
the story of last year’s 
event attended by 80-year- 
old Jane Asher, masters 
swimming celebrity and 


holder of 10 world records 
for older swimmers. After 
introducing her hero to 
the Hackney team, Vicki 
recalls how Jane thought 
the ladies were amazing. 

“Even when the press 
were all taking photos 
of her, she just said, 

‘yes that’s all well 
and good, but look at 
these swimmers from 
Hackney’,” Vicki 
recalls fondly.

R esidents 

have celebrated 
the launch of a 
newly created 
community garden close 
to the River Lea. 

Robin Hood 
Community Garden, 
at the bottom of Big 
Hill, E 5, has been in 
development since last 
April, when clearance 
of the former derelict 
site began. 

The garden user group 
now plans to open the 
space to the public, and an 
event on 17 July marked 
the transformation 



brought about by their 
hard work and dedication. 

The site now boasts 
wildlife meadows, 
an orchard and 
raised beds 
brimming 
with 

vegetables 
and herbs. 

More 
than 100 
people 
turned out 
for a packed 
afternoon of 
entertainment including 
music from all-girl ukulele 
punk band the pUKES; a 


story of the garden in 
photos; board games in the 
orchard; samples of 
honey and 
beekeeping 
information; 
and a 
medicinal 
herb walk. 

All this 
was washed 
down with 
mint tea, 
fresh cakes 
and homemade 
elder flower 
champagne, while children 
ran in and out of the 
vegetable plots, munching 


on pea pods and 
raspberries. The garden 
user group also plans to 
host a series of workshops 
and talks, for all ages, 
on themes ranging from 
art to ecology. Plus 
residents can join in group 
gardening sessions, every 
Thursday and Sunday, 
from 10am to 1pm.

Walk on the wild side for bat enthusiasts 


A GROUP of residents 
met at dusk for a bat 
walk at Millfields Park. 

The event was arranged 
by the Council and 
Millfields User Group 
to raise awareness of 
wildlife in the park and 
to find out which species 
of bat are making it 
their home. 

The walk on 29 July 



was led by bat expert 
Alison Fure, who 
provided the 20 adults 
and four children with 
bat detectors and 
explained how to 
spot the nocturnal 
creatures. 

There are 17 
species of bat 
known to breed 
in the UK, nine of 


these in Hackney. All bats 
are legally protected in 
this country because their 


numbers have declined 
over the past century. 

Alison identified three 
species of bat in and 
around Millfields - the 
common pipistrelle, 
soprano pipistrelle, 
and Daubenton’s bat. 
The bats probably 
make their homes 
in large trees in the 
park, or in surrounding 


buildings. Common 
pipistrelles are only 4cm 
long and weigh as little 
as three grams, but they 
can eat an amazing 3,000 
insects in a single night. 

The Council is 
planning to make 
further improvements to 
Millfields Park to make it 
even more bat friendly.

Heaps of praise for face-lift 


LONDON Wildlife Trust 
volunteers worked with 
the Butterfield Green 
User Group (BUG) and 
Council to transform 
areas of the much loved 
park in Stoke Newington.

Recycle on-the-go increased 

THE Council is installing more than 1 00 new on-the-go 
recycling bins across the borough. 

They have two compartments, one for recycling and one 
for litter, allowing people to dispose of plastic bottles, 
newspapers, drinks cans, glass and cartons responsibly. 
The first bins were rolled out as part of a trial in Hackney 
Central, Stoke Newington and Shoreditch last spring. 

It was a big success with over 40 tonnes of material 
recycled in them last year. The new bins are being installed 
in Hackney parks and Stoke Newington High Street, 

Lower Clapton Road, Hackney Road and the south end of 
Kingsland Road. Plans are in place to install more in other 
retail areas later this year. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 

Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 

“Over half the rubbish that 
goes into our litter bins is 
recyclable. By providing 
these new bins we are 
supporting residents to 
keep as much waste as 
possible away from landfill 
sites. Together we can 
all help make Hackney 
a cleaner and greener 
borough.”

Stationary Excess 

22 July, The Yard Theatre, E9 

In one-woman show ‘Stationary Excess’, 
pain is love unrequited, manifested in how 
much the show’s star can stuff her face 
while pedalling on an exercise bike. 
Confused? For the first 1 0 minutes so was 
much of the audience who looked on aghast 
as actress Jessica Latowicki went into self- 
destruct mode. The play - performed 
entirely on the bike - was the first for 
temporary theatre space The Yard, homed 
between Hackney Wick’s warehouses and 
galleries. Other highlights or low points were 
the character downing a bottle of 
champagne, scoffing a packet of cookies; 
badly applying make-up (witiout mirror) and 



changing clothes to The Righteous Brothers’ 
You’ve lost that loving feeling. Admittedly, 
without spoiling the story, her dream suitor 
is a catch. As champagne streams from her 
nose or she spits love stories with a mouth 
full of biscuits, it’s a reminder of the dismal 
wretches we can become when chasing our 
hearts - and how funny it can be when 
seen objectively. And while the writing or 
subject matter is hardly deep, Jessica 
develops a warm, funny and innocent 
character, even when reeling off her most 
depraved fantasies.

THIS three day festival has been going 
strong since 2002 and despite increased 
competition still has a lotto offer. 

Ones to watch Azari & III set the tone with a 
dark and moody disco/house set that defied 
an Amazonian-style downpour (one of many.) 
Lovebox’s secret to longevity has been its 
ability to speak to a core audience of East 
Londoners, including a big gay fan base, that 
helped to shape Sunday’s line-up. 

This was never more apparent than when 
Beth Ditto, of The Gossip fame, did a barn- 
storming turn that set the crowd off.

WHEN domestic 
relationships broke down, 
Alex left his family home. 

Speaking about his 
difficult time, he said: “I 
was really angry with the 
world. Why were all these 
things happening to me?

He moved into 
Homerton Space, a project 
run by charity Chapter 1, 


supporting homeless people 
aged 16 to 18. “Going to 
Chapter 1 was a new start,” 
he added. “It gave me 
somewhere safe to live 
and helped me with 
personal skills. 

Part funded 
by the 
Council, 

Homerton 
Space offers 


a safe environment that 
encourages residents to 
continue their education 
or find employment. 

They also learn the skills

Now 20, Alex lives 
in his own rented 
accommodation and has 
started a new job at search 
engine Google.

•1 tablespoons sea salt

The public 
consultation, which 
was also designed to 
help identify options for 
managing traffic and 
road safety issues in the 
area, ran from 4 October 
for 12 weeks and resulted 
in 850 responses, 70 per 
cent of which said they 
supported the removal of 
the gyratory. A separate, 
simultaneous business 
consultation received 


161 responses, with 49 
per cent supporting the 
removal of the one-way 
system. 

The consultation 
also highlighted issues 
with parking, traffic 
congestion, shopping 
environment, loading 
and unloading, and road 
safety in the area. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“Thank you to all 
those who provided 
feedback during the 
public consultation. It 
was important for us 
to hear how the Stoke 
Newington gyratory 
system affects residents, 
visitors and local business 
owners. The information 
gathered will also help to 
inform future decisions 


on transport, road safety 
and environmental 
improvements in 
the area.” 

The Council has shared 
the public consultation 
results with Transport 
for London (TfL). Over 
the next few months the 
Council will be working 
closely with TfL to 
develop clear objectives 
that will help to establish 
a range of options for 
improvements in the area. 

The initial outline 
assessment is due to be 
completed by autumn.
